das become tolerably plump, especially when 
required i»r eeed ', but if over ripeness Is al- 
lowed lo toko place, nol only is much of ide 
beat grain Inat in llio field, but tde straw be- 
comes of lililo voluo nj fodder far catlle. 

In iho prctenl season we havo observed in 
many fiolda, owing lo Ihe lato'severo frosts, 
and other c&aues.thnt tdo growth of tho grain 
is very unequal, which will doubtless bo tho 
caso with its ripening. Tdo best way will 
bo to col the whole as soon as tho esrlier 
portions become fully ripe, ond nol wait till 
the loiter grain ettoins thate':&to ; a proceed- 
ing that would beituroto involve scribus toss. 
To get e field of grain lo grow ond ripen 
uniformly, Is one of the principal achieve- 
ments of improved modern agriculture, end 
an essential condition to a heavy crop and 
superior quality. 

The operations of cutting, binding, end 
allocking, are frequently performed in a care- 
less end slovenly manner. Formerly, when 
our agriculture wes in e cruder alote and the 
pricoof grain very low, the manner of doing 
those things wes not of so much consequenco . 
But in our present altered circumstances, 
when our fields in the older settlements are 
gelling clear of slumps end otherwise im- 
proved, with a constant demand for produce 
et enhanced rnlos, the operations of harvest- 
ing, as well as those of general liltoge, 
should receive moro aitention lo ihejr vnrt- 
ous details, and as a whole havo a higher 
finish. With our much improved reapers, 
rnkes, &c., this con readily be dono both ex- 
peditiously and profitably. 

Formers would frequently find it profita- 
ble to pay stricter attention to the binding 
andtboekioz of wheat, a/.'d indeed of older 
kinds of grain, ibsn is commonly dooe. Much 
inconvenience ond loss would by Ibis rceies 
be obviated, and Ibe woik would bare a more 
sgreeable fioiib to the eye. Sheaves of 
course, oujiht to be bound so as lo besr tbe 
neceitsry after-handling without eommg un- 
dooe; to effect which occasions bolb loss and 
ioeonveoience. When grain is cut compara- 
tively greeo, sod especially io showery seasoos, 
theaves should invariably be made small sod 
not too lightly bouod j and io such esses more 
tbao ordinary attention should be paid to Ibe 
shocking, f he old eounlry practice of" cap- 
piog" (be shock with two or three inverted 
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sheaves might, to " catching" weather, be ad- 
vantageously adopted with us, sod much 
sprouted grata be thereby prercoled. In ihe 
wet harvest of— if we mistake not— 1855, we 
saw a number of harvest fields to ibe western 
parts ol tde Province, in a stslepf oorapirslire 
security, by strict slleolion lo good shocking 
sod cartful cappicg.
